Joe Plante, a familiar figure around Cole¬ 
man will give up his duties of hauling express 
and freight for the C.P.R. after having served 
in this capacity for the past fifty years.

Calgary Power Ltd. 

Annual Report, 1960 

The Directors of Calgary Power 
Ltd. in their Annual Report for 
1960 issued recently, noted that 
the Company’s load went over the 
two thousand million kilowatt-hour 
mark for the first time, and was 
an increase of 10.1 per cent above 
that of 1959. 

Although the increase was less 
than experienced in the previous 
year, the lessening rate of load 
growth is due, at least in part, to 
the clear mild fall and winter, as 
well as to a temporary slowing of 
expansion in the province. 

The company increased its prop¬ 
erty account by 11‘4 millions of 
dollars from $131,964,611 in 1959, 
to $143,221,049 in 1960. 

This increase was due mainly to 
the completion of additions of 86,- 
000 kilowatts of hydro power to 
the Spray-Rundle plants near Can- 
more, work progressing on new 
steam generation and the coal 
mine at Wabamun, west of Ed¬ 
monton, together with various 
transmission lines and sub-stations. 

The gross revenue from opera¬ 
tions amounted to $25,671,780, an 
increase of 10 per cent over the 
•previous year. The net income be¬ 
fore dividends increased to $6,- 
246,259 from $5,598,235. $3,611,259 

of the net income was retained for 
use in the business.

Wed., April 26 
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Beware of 
thin ice 

The beginning of Spring marks 
the season of rotten ice. 

At this time of year no one 
should venture on frozen rivers, 
lakes or ponds. Red Cross water 
safety officials warn that two 
feet of firm looking ice may be 
saturated with water and the 
slightest temperature pressure 
will cause it to crumble. 

Each year ice accidents bring 
tragedy into the lives of Alberta 
families. These tragedies are caus¬ 
ed by children and adults walking 
or skating on thin ice and by hunt¬ 
ers neglecting to check ice before 
crossing rivers or streams. All of 
these accidents could have been 
prevented if the rules of ice safety 
had been observed. 


To ensure “Fun Without Fatali¬ 
ties” Red Cross safety instructors 
urge sports enthusiasts to prac¬ 
tice the following safety measures 
when participating in outdoor rec¬ 
reation this Spring. 

1. —Make sure the ice on rivers, 

sloughs and lakes is at least 
two inches thick before you 
skate. 

2. —Have a ladder, pole, plank 

or tree branch available in 
case of break-through. 

3. —Stay close to shore ... Do 

not gather in groups unless 
the ice is thick. 

4. —Remember — thin ice bends 

and will trip skaters Who fre¬ 
quently fall and break through 

5. —Small bodies of water such 

as pools, ponds and slow- 
flowing streams offer the 
safest condition for outdoor 
skating. Large bodies of wa¬ 


ter do not freeze as fast and 
ice formed over swiftly mov¬ 
ing water is hazardous. 

6. —Testing ice with a hockey 

stick or ski pole is a foolish 
practice. Neither of these ob¬ 
jects has sufficient weight to 
be of any use. 

7. —Skaters should remember — 

that new ice weakens with 
any rise in temperature. It 
is unsafe to go on hazardous 
areas of newly-frozen surface 
when alone. 

8. —Skating, ice boating or ski¬ 

ing and tobogganing behind 
cars after dark is dangerous.
